TWENTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF 

The  Dorchester  Belief  Society 

Incorporated  November  8,  1904 


The  Dorchester  Relief  Society  again  presents  its  Annual  Report. 
After  twenty-eight  years  of  constant  woik  among  the  poor  of 
Dorchester,  it  feels  it  has  the  right  to  claim  the  support  and  sympa¬ 
thy  of  the  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  of  the  district.  New 
methods  have  been  pursued  in  the  hope  of  raising  larger  funds,  but 
the  result  of  a  house  to  house  canvas,  giving  all  an  opportunity  of 
donating  either  large  or  small  sums,  met  with  no  success,  and  the 
Directors  therefore  depend,  as  in  former  years,  upon  a  few  interested 
and  generous  friends;  this,  however,  is  an  unfortunate  and  mistaken 
attitude  for  our  many  well-to-do  citizens  to  take.  Reports  have  been 
sent  to  all  the  churches,  and  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  our 
treasury  is  none  the  richer.  This  Society  continues  to  meet,  as  far 
as  its  funds  will  allow,  the  many  demands  made  upon  it,  to  supply 
fuel,  groceries  and  clothing  to  the  families  which  have  been  carefully 
investigated  by  the  Associated  Charities  and  other  reliable  sources. 

Church  workers  are  among  our  frequent  applicants,  for  the  poor 
with  whom  they  come  in  contact  and  who  may  not  be  of  their  special 
membership,  and  therefore  cannot  be  aided  by  them. 

The  aged  persons  of  our  District  have  as  usual  received  special 
attention  and  many  necessities  and  some  comforts  have  been 
bestowed  upon  them.  What  class  in  the  community  appeals  more 
strongly  to  one’s  sympathy  than  the  lonely  and  needy  who  have 
brought  up  families,  and,  in  old  age,  find  themselves  alone  and 
neglected.  Our  agent  in  several  cases  has  found  suitable  homes,  and, 
in  many  instances,  has  succeeded  in  reminding  relatives  and  children 
of  their  duty  and  led  them  to  see  more  clearly  what  they  owed  these 
elderly  persons,  and  induced  them  to  take  their  share  of  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  support. 

We  are  continually  called  upon  to  aid  persons  afflicted  with 
tuberculosis,  to  fit  them  out  with  warm  clothing  and  robes,  and  supply 
large  quantities  of  milk  and  eggs  for  those  who  remain  in  their  homes, 
or  spend  their  days  at  the  Mattapan  Camp,  returning  at  night,  to 
sleep  out  of  doors.  Board  for  trial  weeks  at  Rutland  we  are  called 
upon  to  meet,  and  again  a  generous  fitting  out  of  clothing  is  needed 
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— old  fur  garments  are  especially  useful  to  those  who  live  out  of 
doors  during  the  winter  and  are  in  great  demand. 

The  increasing  interest  among  a  few  friends  in  the  work  of  the 
trained  nurse  has  enabled  this  society  to  retain  her  during  the  past 
year.  Her  services  have  been  very  satisfactory  and  she  will  con¬ 
tinue  in  our  employ  for  the  months  to  come. 

Two  hundred  seventy-two  patients  have  received  1356  visits — 
the  knowledge  of  the  need  of  care  from  the  nurse  by  these  patients, 
has  been  made  known  by  physicians  from  various  parts  of  this  large 
district,  and  from  individuals  who  leave  addresses  at  Mr.  Billings’  drug 
store  at  Field’s  Corner,  or  with  our  agent  at  the  office  of  the 
Dorchester  Relief  Society.  The  nurse  always  attends  the  clinics  of 
the  Dorchester  Dispensary.  From  there  she  is  frequently  called  up 
by  the  physicians  to  supplement  their  work,  and  visit  the  patients  in 
their  homes.  The  appreciation  which  is  shown,  and  the  desire  to 
learn  the  methods,  which  the  nurse  uses  in  caring  for  the  sick  is  most 
encouraging,  therefore  the  instruction  given  to  members  of  the  fami¬ 
lies  is  an  important  result  of  her  work. 

The  Dorchester  Dispensary  remains  under  the  auspices  of  this 
society  and  owing  to  the  devotion  and  interest  of  its  staff  of  young 
physicians  it  is  becoming  better  known  and  is  more  frequently  called 
upon  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of  the  very  poor,  who  need  to  avail 
themselves  of  its  opportunities.  As  in  former  years  care  is  taken  to 
guard  against  persons  taking  advantage  of  free  medical  attendance, 
who  are  able  to  pay  for  the  services  of  a  physician. 

Small  fees  are  required  for  medicine  and  for  the  services  of  the 
nurse,  when  it  is  thought  possible  for  patients  to  pay,  thus  also  help¬ 
ing  worthy  persons  to  retain  their  self-respect,  and,  by  this  means, 
many  are  reached  who  may  be  most  deserving. 

The  number  of  cases  treated  during  the  year  was  qo2  and  30  of 
these  were  minor  operations  mostly  performed  on  the  threat. 

Friendly  visits  have  been  made  to  the  aged  and  invalids  by 
members  of  the  Nathaniel  Hall  Society  of  the  First  Parish  Church, 
Meeting-House  Hill.  These  young  people  have  carried  much  cheer 
and  many  comforts  and  luxuries  to  those  who  have  little  to  enjoy. 
We  extend  to  them  cordial  thanks  and  wish  similar  organizations 
would  follow  this  example. 

The  school  children  of  five  of  the  Public  Schools  have  again  con¬ 
tributed  supplies  for  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  and  Easter.  Seventy- 
six  families  were  remembered  on  these  days  with  luxuries  and  deli¬ 
cacies  for  the  sick  not  often  seen  in  these  homes. 

The  Boston  Elevated  Railway  has  kindly  given  200  tickets  which 
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our  agent  has  carefully  distributed  and  again  much  pleasure  and  rest 
have  been  experienced.  Our  gratitude  and  thanks  were  sent  to  the 
Company. 

The  Dorchester  Relief  Society  has  dealt  with  152  cases  and 
materially  aided  136.  Eighty-seven  of  these  were  recommended  by 
the  Associated  Charities,  with  whom  we  are  in  close  co-operation. 
Sixty  applications  for  work  have  been  received.  A  large  proportion 
of  these  men  and  women  have  been  directed  to  proper  agencies  where 
work  could  be  obtained,  and  others  were  sent  to  places  known  at  the 
office.  The  same  difficulty  has  been  encountered  this  year  as 
formerly.  Many  persons  were  worthy  of  more  and  longer  extended 
aid,  of  which  our  treasury  would  not  admit. 

In  closing,  we  most  gratefully  acknowledge  all  gifts  of  money, 
clothing  and  supplies  received  from  organizations  and  individuals. 
We  again  earnestly  appeal  for  money,  which  is  so  much  needed,  and 
for  help  in  all  directions  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  the  unfortunate 
aged  and  the  diseased  poor  of  Dorchester.
